“UTTERLY DESTROYED,” 
According-to Russian ofticial bulle- 
tins, not only was Muhktar Pasha de- 
cidedly defeated on Monday, but the 
Turkish army is utterly destroyed as a 
tighting integre. As it 18 made out 
from these dispatches, the following 
was the position of forces and course 
efthe action: The Russians occupied 
the positions as described in the dis 
patch of the 15th instant, on the Yagni 
nills, Sarbatan and Kehil Tee: ex- 
cept that the Turks retained Little 
Yagni, which is southeast of Great 
Yegni. On the 14 hb instant, therefore, 
the Turkish leit rested on Little Yagni, 
the centre on Roolis, or Olia Tete. and 
the right on Aladja Dagh, where three 
divisions were strongly fortified. Alia 
Tete is a spur, or hill, midway between 
Yagni and Aladja, about fifteen miles 
east by south from Kars. Besides 
these positions the Turks occupied 
several strong places, such as Orlok and 
Vezinkoi in the rear of thei line for 
protection of their army and Kars from 
a flank aita k.

The 
women are better looking than ordina- 
ry squaws, and carry a more extensive 
wardrobe. A squad was placed over 
the works occupied by the Indians 
during the night, but no one ventured 
insidethe defense. On the morning 
following the surrender, Gen. Miles, ac- 
companied by Gen. Howard, visited 
the rifle-pits and saw the wounded, 
who were being cared for by the 
equaws. Some of the Indians were 
HORRIBLY WOUNDED,

their works had done terrible work in 
some instances.

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The Geergia Marshalship. 

Washington National Republican, 15th. 

The question of appointing a new 
United States marshal for the state of 
(seorgia has been the subject of cabinet 
consideration, but as yet no selection 
from the numerous applicants for the 
position has been made, The disposi- 
tion is to give the appointment to some 
one of the applicants from the south- 
ern part of the state. The present 
marshal is a resident ot north Georgia, 
and all his subordinates are trom that 
seciion. Besides, northern Georgia has 
had a monopoly of all the federal ofh- 
ces since the war. The president is 
desirous of equalizing the appoint 
ments from southeruv Georgia. All the 
applicants for the marshalship (with 
oue exception) who are fitted for the 
position are residents of the northern 
partof the state. The exception al. 
luded to is backed by the s'rongest in 
fluence of his section, besides he has 
tieiiflone fagreat numbr cof the 
prominent supporters of the adiiminis 
tration im other southern states and in 
the north. Besides he is in every way 
qualified for the position, and will no 
doubt receive the appointment, which 
will be made early next week.

THE FORTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 


The senate presents many strange 
faces, and fully one-half of the house is 
composed of new men. The former 
changes rapidly in spite of the consti- 
tutional restriction; only twelve of the 
senators that witnessed Grant’s inau- 
guration eight years ago, being in the 
chamber to-day, and that number in- 
cludes Mr. Morton, who may never 
again take his seat. Death has re- 
moved some, but the political revolu~ 
tion which has steadily progressed 
during the laat tive years is to be chiefly 
credited with the astonishing and grat- 
ifying changes. 

The new senators will essentially 
change the character of the upper 
house. The preponderance of brains 
in that body will no longer belong to 
the dominant party. Messrs. Blaine 
and Hoar are the only strong recruits 
tuat republicanism has gained, while 
it has lost Sherman, Cameron, Logan 
and perhaps Morton. The democrats 
have gained Hill, Lamar, Beck, Harris, 
Morgan and _ several others who 
will make themselves ‘elt in the com- 
ing days of democratic ascencancy. 

The fruits of the democratic victories 
are plainly shown in the senate, Since 
1873 seventeen seats have been gained 
from the republicans, and in that time, 
the republicans have gained only two 
seats—Colorado’s by new creation. 
The body stands today thirty-nine 
republicans, thirty~three democrats 
and Judge Davis. If Gen. Butler, 
and Messrs. Spofford and Eustis gain 
the seats they are entitled to, and Mr. 
Morton is unable te take his seat, the 
senate will stand thirty-eight repub!i- 
cans, thirty-six democrats, and Judge 
Davis. The democratic majority on 
the fourth day of March, 1879, will 
be considerable, Ohio and California 
are already won, and a haif dozen 
other states will soon be regained. The 
senate at that time will be so strongly 
democratic that there is little danger of 
a counter change within twenty years, 
all the circumstances being considered. 

In the house there are many new 
men. Only nine of the whole number 
have served continuously since Graat’s 
first inauguration—Burchard, Swan 
Hale, Conger, Cox and Wood, Garfield: 
Randslland Kelly. On the democratic 
side Wocd, Cox, Morrison and Ewing, 
will doubtless contest the leadership, 
while Butler, Garfield and Foster will 
the distracted minority. The 
weight of ability in the 
house is with the democrats. Mr. 
Cox will take care of Butler, and 
nearly any one can dispose of the gen 
tleman who reached for Stanley Mat- 
thews’ seat and did not get it. Little 
Hale, of Maine, will doubtless also 
pire to leadership on his side of the 
house. The moie the merrier. It is 
difficult to toresee which of these men 
will voluntarily incur the odium that 
will naturally follow the raising of an 
anti- Hayes standard within the party, 
but the “martyr to priociple” will soon 
manifest himeelt.

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THE FEDERAL JUDICIARY, 


Senator David Davis proposes to be- 
gin his career in the legislative depart- 
ment of the government with a bill 
evolved from his experience un the 
bench. The supreme court is about 
two and a half years behind, and there 
is little hope, says Judge Davis, unless 
something is done to relieve the court, 
that the arrearage can ever be brought 
up. It will be more apt to increase 
with the increasing business of the 
country than to decrease. Senator 
Davis has drafted a _ bill that 
he thinks will relieve the court of 
the present congestion of business, and 
help cliants to secure tinal judgments 
in a reasonable time. It is, in some 
respects eimilar to the bill introduced 
by Mr. McCrary, of lowa, in the last 
“congress, providing for ihe formation of 
an intermediate or appellate court in 
each United States circuit court, this 
appellate court to bave jurisdiction of 
ail cases of fact appealed from the cir- 
cuit and district courts of each circuit- 
It would also have jurisdiction of crimi- 
nal cases, whereas pow there is no ap- 
peal fromthe decision of a circuit court 
in criminal cases. This court would not 
have jurisdiction over any case in which 
the amount involved exceeded $10,000, 
or in which any constitutional question, 
treaty, or act of congress was the point 
of issue. Mr. McCrary’s bill has a fatal 
defect, in that lightening the labors of 
the supreme judges it doubles those of 
the already overworked circuit judges. 
Judge Davis hopes to improve matters 
fur the circuit judges by increasing the 
number of judges froin nine to eighteen 
—that is, have two circuit judges of 
co-ordinate jurisdiction in each of the 
present circuits. Then the appellate 
court could be made up of five judges 
in each circuit. Judge Davis believes 
that the only way to expedite matters 
in the supreme court is to divide it into 
sections, one taking this and another 
that branch of jurisprudence, the decis 
ion of each to be final on matters sub~ 
mitted to it.

THE TRUE COURSE. | 


A pokitive policy is needed in the 
democratic camp. The missdeedg, of 
the enemy, during their long term of 
power, are not sufficient, nor are 
acts of omission on the part 
of the: democratic party. We can 
point to what the republicans Lave 
done and to what the democrats have 
not done in the past—to all the frauds, 
pecuniary and electoral, of the one, 
and to the clean record of the other;

If one 
wishes ro be a tiller of the soil it is bet- 
terto geta New England farm and 
settle down upon it, 

Thus says the Boston Post in the 
vain hope of stopping the drain of em1- 
gration from its section. of the union. 
The effort of the Post isa natural one, 
but it bases 1t on erroneous statements 
as far as the soutleast is concerned. 
The south has cheap lands. Georgia 
has miltions of acres of such lands, and 
her churches, school houses, railroads, 
highways and telegraphs are already 
built. Thenew-comer is in nosense a 
pioneer, and would incurnone of the 
risks, expepses or delays of 
a pioneer. His profits from 
the rise in the vaiue of land 
would be great and speedy; for the 
tide is coming this way. Werun no 
risk of exaggerating when we say that 
a colony of a dozen families could, 
with half the labor required on a New 
England farm, get from Georgia’s sun 
and soii at least twice as much money 
every year. Thisis not theory—it is 
fact. We call the northern farmers ip 
Morgan county as witnesses. 

The Post’s remarks are applicable 
to the lands of the northwest, which 
are either dear or new and distant 
from market; but they donot atali 
apply ta the south Atlantic states.

At tte close of section 6, art. wii of 
the constitution elect inhibiting the 
yeneral assembly from authorizing the 
political divisions of the state to become 
a stockholder in apy company or cor- 
poration, or appropriating money or 
loaning 18 credit to any company or 
corporation or individual, except for 
purposes of charity, and for the sup- 
port of the schoels by municipalities, 
follows the distinct and emphatic pros 
viso: “If any municipal corporation 
shall offer to the state any property tor 
locating aud building a capitol, and the 
state accept such offer, the corporation 
may comply with such offer.” 

With the constitution the conven- 
tion passed an ordinance submitting 
the choice between Atianta and Mii- 
ledgeville as a capital of the state, to a 
vote of the people, to be taken at the 
same time toat they should vote to rat- 
ify or reject the new instrument. 

Before the vote is taken, and as a 
consideration for that vote, the city o 
Atlanta formally renews a Certain ofler 
of property for locating and building 
the capitol. U pou this followa the 
assertion that the city of Atlanta can 
pot comply with her proposition, and 
my legal opinion is asked on this gq 1es- 
tion.

If ihe courts will be ingenious and 
subtle to give every word a significa~ 
tion and etlect in every instrament ol 
writing, can they allow a distinct, sub- 
stantive provision solemniy engrafted 
in the organic law to become idle and 
nugatory; an equivecation that lies 
like truth? Whar then is the “offer” 
intended by the new constitution, and 
what “acceptance,” within the purview 
of that instrument? Dves it not mean 
an offer now, before the vote in Decem- 
ber, and dues it not mean an accept- 
ance then, when the yote is taken? 
Does it not mean that when the con- 
suiution shali be ratified and Atlanta 
shail bave been chosen as the capital, 
that the consti:ution, then the law of 
the land, shall have confirmed and 
valididaied the offer and accepted the 
same?

The second objection is answered by 
remembering that the word “or” is not 
alwave disjunctive, butis just as»often 
a word of position and interpreta‘ion of 
what has prece icd— Dwarris, 689. 

‘Or’ here means “that is’ or “and,” 
and the words for “locating or build- 
ing” mean “locating, thatis, building,” 
the word building including the whoie 
gift of the land and the edifice. 

If this be doubtful all we have to do 
is to call in the surrounding circuni- 
stances and by their light interpret the 
meaning. ‘This very offer for ‘‘loca~ 
ling AND building” a capitol had 
been made by Atlanta and 
was before the convention 
when the proviso was passed, and it 
can be demonstrated that it was passed 
with the express purpose of enabling 
the city to give both the ground an! 
buildings. 

It is answered—“yes, but grants of 
powers must be construed strietly in 
favor of the grantor, Nothing shali be 
included but what is clearly expressed 
or obviously implied.” True, but 
this construction does not suffer by the 
application of the latter rule. Besides, 
this rule is made forthe benefit of the 
grantor alone and ceases or is reversed 
80 8000 a8 Lhe reason Cease. 

Here, the more linveral the constrnec~ 
tion, the greater the benefit to the 
state, who is the grantor.

Warned bythe article in Friday’s 
Tribune of the purpose of Benjamin 
Wood, through bis agents, Miler & 
Murray, to start a bogus and ilegal 
lottery in this city, under the name of 
the Georgia lottery, Mayor Ely on Sat- 
urday, called the police commissioners 
to take action forthe suppression of 
the contemplated fraud The police 
had also made inquiries, preliminary 
to making arresisol avy persons en 
gaved in the trathic. Astonishment 
was expressed at the fact that an or- 
yunizauon of lottery dealers for the 
purpose of first breaking and then eva- 
ding the law, such as was described in 
the Tribune, could exist in this city, 
and steps are to be taken to indict ail 
the persons named in the article ior 
c n.piracy. 

lt was discovered on Saturday that 
preparations had already been made 
for the sale of the tickets of the new 
bogus lottery by the company of lo 
tery dealers named. 1t was also learned 
that agents were busily engaged in 
disposing of these tickets in Chicago, 
St. Louis, Cincinvati, Buffalo, Roches- 
ter, Albany, Troy, Boston, Providence, 
Hartford, Philadeiphia, Baitimore, 
Washington,and indeed in all the 
larger cities of the north, although 
their sale has been checked in New 
York by the Tribune exposure of the 
fact that no such lottery exists in 
Georgia, norcan any sueh scheme be 
legaliy carried on under the existing 
laws of that state. A certified copy of 
the law now existing in Georgia against 
lotteries was shown to the Tribune re- 
porter, and reads.as follows: :

POLICY DEALERS ROBBING ORPHANS OF 

SOLDIERS. | 

The Georgia legislature, in 1866, 
granted to a so-called board of trusiees 
the privilege of raising money by lot- 
tery for the aid of a Masonic home for 
orphans, which was in charge o. Mrs, 
General Doies, Mrs. General Williams, 
Mrs. Wilson and a number of othe 
ladies, all of whom were related tu 
confederate officers and soldiers in the 
late war. Immediate advantage was 
tuken of this grant, and the first sale of 
tickets was very extensive. in the re 
vised constitution of Georgia, adopted 
by the reconstruction convention ot the 
state, in (S868, one section provided 
that no lottery should’ be ailowed in 
the state, a singie exception being 
made, however, in that this orphans’ 
home lottery, having been granted as 
a sort of sacred trust; was not to be 
discontinued. Neariy one hundred 
suidiers’ orphans were then in the care 
of the instituuon. Under this prov- 
gion the lottery was carried on without 
molestation, until 1875. About ths 
time occurred the tamous Farquier 
turnpike lottery case, of Viryini:, 
which was carried to the supreme 
court, anda decision given that a loi- 
tery was a matier of license, and not a 
grant. Basing his argument upoia 
this decision, Mr. Hester, of At- 
lanta, attacked the lottery men, but 
without avail, for the decision wes 
iound not to reach an invested right, 
and tie Masonic Home lottery was 
still protected, It found the majority 
of its patrons ouiside the state, for the 
Georgians themselyes were never read- 
ily attracted by it. last winter, during 
the first weeks of the session of the 
Georyia legislature, an effort was made 
LO pass an act giving legal authority to 
a company of men to act as agents for 
this lottery in New York aud other 
northern cities. ‘To eilect this, a bill 
was introduced making it a pena! of- 
fence for any one, personally or by 
means of agents, either to carry on or 
assist in any lottery in this state, even 
to the turning of the handleor the tak- 
ing out of balls or numbers in a lot- 
tery.

Action of the Atlanta Academy ot 
Medicine Upon the Death of Dr. 
James F Bozeman. 


It is with deep regret that we record 
the death of one of our honorary mem 


city, which sad event occurred on the 
10:h of September last, after a very brief 
iliness. 

The deceased was born May 16th, 
1824, in the city of Milledgeville, Ga., 
recvived his collegiate, education at 
Og ethorpe udiversity and graduated 
from the medical department of the 
Uuiversity of Pennsylvania, in 1846 
The following year he commenced the 
practice of his profession at Columbus, 
Ga., but in 1849, waa appointed asst~ 
ant eurgeon in the United States army 
and was ordered to duty in Mexico 
with the Georgia Mounted Volunteers. 
At the ciose of the Mexican war Dr, 
Bozeman returned to Columbas, re- 
sumed his private practice, aud con- 
tinued it until 1862, when ill health 
compelled him to retire irom the duties 
of his profession. la 1866 they were 
again resumed but again abandoned 
furtbe same reason in « few montbs. 

Hs removed to Atianta in 1871, and 
again returned to his professiou, but 
aller a year, owing to feebie health, it 
was permanently abandoned. 

From that period to the time of his 
death Dr. Bozeman was engaged in 
financial operations. 

For several years previous to this he 
wes president of the Georgia Home | 
insurance compapy of Columbus, of} 
which city he was at one time mayor. | 
He was at the time of his death presi-~ 
dent of the board of trustees of the 
State Insane asylum, at Milledgeville ; 
a director of the Central and other 
railroads, and financial agent of the 
state of Georgia. 

Varied as were his professional and 
public services, the deceased has left 
vehind bim a record for faithfulress in 
the discharge of duty that should com. 
mend itself to all who desize to att»in 
and deserve positions of honor aad 
usefulness. .
